EDITORIAL 


Again we visit the mountains of Cali- 
fornia, again roam the rugged region of 
gold; we mingle with their toiling thou- 
sands, and witness their self-denying efforts 
to secure treasures that perish with the 


handling. But it is sad to observe, year - 


by year, the steadily diminishing interest 
apparently felt in religious things. From. 
Calaveras county, where -our last editorial 


closed, on through all the mountain coun- ° 


ties to the north, which of late we have 
visited, few ministers preach to the people, 
at periods few in number, and far apart, 
and few persons gather to hear them, while 


the little good done seems lost in the other- 
‘wise general indifference to divine and eter- 
- mal things. The people entirely neglecting, 


for themsclves the worship of God, wait 


. for a minister to be sent, and then, when 
- gent, he can preach but once in two, three 


or four Sabbaths, and the effort seems as a 


‘ feather to resist the whirlwind of all other 


Sabbath and week-day time spent in world- 
liness. But a few will come to his preach- 
ing, but a little support be given him, only 
small interest be felt in him, and he must 
ride over a large region to get a bare pit- 
tance of living; hence, taking all in all, he 
will thus generally be one of little ability, 
and little or no goéd be done. Shall we 
go on to extend this sad picture, or stop lest 
we offend against the brethren? Yet with- 
out a true knowledge of the facts, no rem- 
edy can be applied, and we aim at present- 
ing only the truth. There are a few places 
to be excepted from our general descrip- 


tion, but even their exception is not in full, 


such as Ione City, Placerville, Grass Val- 


ley, Nevada, and perhaps Downieville, 


where able ministers have been sustained 
for years, in continuous labor, and good has 
been done. With slight exceptions the peo- 
ple have forsaken the worship of God, and 
regard not his ordinances or bis commands. 
Even where once in two, three or four 
Sabbaths a few attend to hear one called a 


“minister, many of these return home, com- | 


plaining that such poor preaching does them 
no good, and thus come to give up more 
and more, all regard, even for the little they 
do receive. The most of the people are 


glad it is just as it is, and want it to be 


more so. Many who know better, and 
were once well instructed in religious things, 
choose to go to saloons, or lounge in places 
of resort and seem to delight in calling all 
professing Christians hypocrites. They 
will tell over perverted or false stories of 
Christian’s failings, and often  interlard 
their words of self-boastful authority by 
profane oaths, with language of prayer for 
damnation upon their own souls, or the 


- gouls of others, to attest the truth of what 


they say. The few professing followers of 
Jesus neglecting public worship; neglect- 
ing religious duty ; becoming cold in Chris- 
tian feeling, and careless in Christian life ; 
exert 4ittle influence to counteract the in- 
creasing worldliness of the masses, and 
many seem almost ready to abandon every 
‘pretension to Christianity. Sad, more and 
more sad, is the prospect becoming year after 
year, as the numbers of Christians diminish 
‘by removal or abandonment; as the attend- 
‘ance et church is less and Jess; as regard 
for the irefficient, and sometimes cfficient 
Occasional preaching dies away, and as the 
‘Spirit of worldliness, and of dislike of real 
-Christianity becomes more and more gen- 

eral and pervading. Even the Sunday- 

schools for the children are becoming fear- 
- fully deseried, or given up, from the indif-

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ference of the parents and the want of 
teachers, till the rising generation is like to 
be an irreligious one; the Sabbath be only 
a day of sport and immorality, vice and 
skepticism be generally prevalent among 
the people. What shall, what can effect a 
change? We have little hope in the pres- 
ent means used for this purpose. We have 
little expectation in a traveling ministry 
doing it. From our life’s experience, we 
fully believe that four-fifths of the good of 
such a ministry is in picking up those who 
have been already religiously educated un- 
der settled ministers, and when this work is 
done, little good afterwards results; till. 
sometimes the whole of the religious effort 
comes to be abandoned. What can be 
done? The people will not gather in wor- 
ship; more frequent preaching cannot be 
had; able ministers for their fields are not 
in the country, and what is to prevent a 
worse and worse religious state being real- | 
ized? The Bible is little read; tracts are 
scarcely looked at, and religious newspapers 
are taken by few. Wo! unto the land be- | 


‘| cause iniquity abounds, and the love of 


many waxes cold. We cannot think of 
more than two at all hopeful human means 
that can, with any probability, be resorted 
to, to effect a change. The first is that as 
the public worship of the true God is es- 
sential to any public religious good, the 
few in any place who are willing, if indeed 
only three in number, shall, without a min- 
ister, unite in public worship every Sab- 
bath, certainly once, but much better twice, 
including in their exercises the reading of 
a printed sermon, from some able minister 
of Christ. If but three will unite and te- 
naciously adhere to the observance in spite 
of the ridicule of enemies, it will strengthen 
and build them up on their holy faith; and 
it surely will, by its candor and ability, 
commend the truth to the world, till others 
shall gradually be drawn to take an inter- 
est in the truth, and become prepared in 
the time of God’s grace to be brought into 
The second means 
is, that a few able, devoted, deeply pious 
and warm hearted ministers, types of the 
Apostle Paul, shall be found to go out into 
these towns, not to itinerate, for that was 
not the Apostle’s method, but to commence 
a series of religious meetings, conducted in 
the way of argument on the great doctrines 
of Christianity, just such as often wicked 
men hate, but such as are essential to vital 
Christianity, arguing and pressing home 
upon the reason and ‘the conscience, for 
days or weeks, just so long as it seems that 
good may be done, and then go to another 
place. The settled pastor cannot do this. 
The opposition of the world, and the trem- 
bling faith of weak, doubting Christians, 
would immediately drive him away. <A 
Paul could do this, for he had as leave go 
as stay, if he judged it best, and thus *hav- 
ing the advantage of the opposition, the 
very curiosity of his course would draw 
multitudes of hearers, and the able, honest 
argumentative presentation of the truth 
would challenge the assent of the hearers, 
and with the divine bléssing insure their 
reception of it in the conversion of sinners, 
staid, established, rooted in the “truth and 
grounded in the faith of God and his Son 
Jesus Christ, who would not fall from 
grace and become corrupt religious carcases, 
an offense even to people of the world. 
After this work the Paul would be followed 
by an able Timothy, or Titus, or other set- 
tled pastor and bishop, who should carry on 
the work till rendered permanent for untold 
future generations. 

We may be in error, but from all we 
have seen in California, for the last sixteen 
years, we feel that as things are, the pros- 
pect, in a religious point of view, is most 
saddening, and we can think of no other 
means, which, looked at in human reason, 
appears likely to prove efficacious in effect- 
ing a change for the better. S. V. 


John Randolph's Religious Views. 

In a late number of the Living Age there 
is a reference to Dr. Parrish’s account of 
Jobn Randolph’s death-bed, and a re-assert- 
ing by Dr. Parrish’s son of the truth of 
that account. Our readers will probably 
remember the strange and startling circum- 
stances of Randolph’s death. The follow- 
ing is Dr. Parrish’s account of the striking 
scene :— 

Being told, in answer to his inquiry, that 
his end was not far distant, he appeared to 
make some preparation therefor, which con- 
sisted chiefly in arranging his clothes, ad- 
justing his position, etc., after which, “ for 
a short time,” says the deposition, “ he lay 
perfectly quiet; his eyes were closed, and I 
concluded he was di to sleep. He 
suddenly roused from this state, with the 
words, ‘ Remorse ! Remorse!’ It was twice 
repeated ; at the last time, at the top of bis 
voice, evidently with great agitation, he 
cried out, ‘ Let me see the word.’ No re- 
ply followed, having learned enough of the 
character of my patient to ascertain that 
when I did not know oe what to say, it 
was best to say nothing. He then exclaim- 
ed, ‘Get a dictionary ; let me see the word.’ 
I cast my eyes arcund, and told bim I be- 
lieved there was none in the room. ‘ Write 
it down then; let me see the word.’ I 
picked up one of his cards from the table— 
‘Randolph, of Roanoke ’—and inquired 
whether I should write on that. ‘ Yes, noth- 
ing more proper.” Then with my péncil I 
wrote, Remorse. He_took the card ii bis 

bands in a hurried manner, and fastened his 
eyes on it with great intensity. ‘ Write it 
on the back,’ he exclaimed. I did so and 
: handed it to him again. He was excessively 
agitated at this period, and repeated, * Re- 
morse ! You have no idea what itis.. You 
can form no idea of it whatever. It bas 


| contributed to bring me tomy present situa- 


tion ; but I have looked to the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and hope I have obtained pardon.’ 
He then said, ‘ Now let John (bis body ser- 
vant) take your pencil and draw a line un- 
der the word,’ which was accordingly done. 


I inquired-what was to be done with the, 


card. ‘ Put it in your pocket, and take care 
of it, and when I am.dead, look at it.’” 
There is no reason to doubt the accuracy 
of this representation. Yet it is neverthe- 
less true that at one period of his life Ran- 
dolph expressed a decided religious convic- 
tion and hope. The writer of these lines 
at one time contemplated writing a biogra- 
phy of Francis S. Key, the author of the 
“Star-Spangled Banner.” Mr. Key was 
an intimate friend of Mr. Randolph, and 
had taken profound interest in bis religious 
welfare, and had carried on a correspond- 
ence with him on that subject, Among the 
papers that were placed in the writer's 
hands were copies of ten letters, written by 
Mr. Randolph to Mr. Key. In these letters 
we can trace the progress of his views and 
feelings on this subject, from almost abso- 
lute darkness and despair, to what seems. 
like a clear and bright personal hope and 
faith in the merits of his crucified Reaeem- 
er. As the letters were placed in his bands 
with the view to their being used in the bio- 
graphy of Mr. Key, the writer feels that 
there can be no impropriety in using them 
at this time with a view to illustrate one 
phase of the character and history of this 
eccentric and most gifted man. 
In one letter, dated October, 1816, he 
writes: “If your life is so unsatisfactory to 
ou, what must that of others be to them ? 
or my part, if there breathes a creature 
more empty of enjoyment than myself, I 
sincerely pity him. My opinions seem daily 
to become more unsettled, and the awful 
mystery which sbrouds the future alone 
renders the present tolerable. ‘ The dark- 
ness of my hours,’ so far from ‘havin 
passed away,’ has thickened into the deep- 
est gloom. I try not to think by moulding 
my mind upon the thoughts of others, but 


. to little purpose. Have you ever read Zim- 


merman on Solitude? Ido not mean the 
popular cheap book urder that title, but an- 
other, in which solitude is considered in re- 
spect to its dangerous influence upon the 
mind and heart. I have been greatly 
pleased with it for a few bours. 
mirror which reflects the deformity of the 
human mind to whomsoever will look into 
it.” 

In another letter, of December, 1818, in 
which he speaks of recent illness and pre- 
sents a deplorable picture of the selfishnegs | 
and greed of the society by which he was 
surrounded, he writes: “1 think that the 
state of solitude and desolaton in which I 
am placed, has not been without some good 
effects in giving me better views than I 
have had, of the most important of all sub- 
jects; and I would not exchange it, com- 
fortiess as itis, for the heartless intercourse 
of the world.. I know that if a man says 
he ‘ loves God, and hates bis brother, he is 
a liar ;’ but I do not hate my brothers of 
the human family. I fear, however, that I 


-eannot love them’as I ought. But God, I 
hope and trust, will in His good time put | 


better dispositions into my heart. There 
are few of them, I am persuaded, more un- 
deserving of love than myself.” 

» Here we discern a change from the feel- 
ing expressed two years before. It seems 
to be a preparation for conviction. In an- 
other letter, written but a few weeks later, 
we find something much more satisfactory. 


It seems like the good work so well begun, 


as to lead to sanguine hopes that it will be 
completed by the power of the Holy Ghost. 
“ Every day,” he writes, “brings with it 
new evidence of my weakness and utter in- 
ability of myself, to do any good thing, or 
even to conceive a single good thought. 
With the unhappy father in the Gospel, I 
ery out, ‘ Lord, I believe, help thou mine 
unbelief!’ When I think of the wisdom, 
and goodness, and power of God,I seem in 
my own eyes a devil in all but strength. I 
say this to you, who will not ascribe it to af- 
fected humility. Sometimes I have better 
views, but again I am weighed down to the 
very earth, or lost in a labyrinth of doubts 
and perplexities. The hardness of my own 
heart grieves and astonishes me. Then 
again I settle down in a state of coldness 
and indifference’ which is worse than all. 
But the quiverings of our frail flesh, often 
the effect of physical causes, cannot detract 


from the mercy of our Creator; and to him 


I commit myself. ‘Thy will be done!’” 

Surely these truthe were learned under 
the teachings of the Holy Spirit! And 
even a more distinct and complete work 
soon appears. A few months later he writes 
the following brief and joyful letter : “ Con- 
gratulate me, dear Frank! Wish me joy. 
you need not—give it you [I cannot! Iam 
at last reconciled to.my God, and have as- 
surance of his pardon through faith in 
Christ, against which the gates of hell can- 
not prevail. Fear bath been driven out by 
perfect love. I now know that you know 
how I feel, and within a month, for the first 
time, I understand your feeling and charac- 
ter, and that of every real Christian. J am 
not afraid now of being righteous over- 
much, or of methodistical notions.” Ina 

tscript he adds: “ Let Meade (doubtless 
ishop Meade) know tHe glad tidings, and 
let him, if he has kept it, read und preserve 
my letter to him from Richmond.” 

In two other letters the expressions of a 
bumble faith and of a steady purpose to 
cleave to God are expressed with touching 
simplicity. From the last of the series, 
dated May 3d, 1819, one extract only will 
be taken.. “ Poor H ! He is gone, I 
see, to his account. I heard with much 
gratification that he had been long engaged 
in serious preparation for this awful change. 
How poor and pitiful now seem all the an- 
gry and malignant feelings, of which he was 
the autbor and the object! My dear Frank, 
what is there in this world to satisfy the 
cravings of an immortal nature? I declare 
to you that the basiness and the pleasures 
of it seem to me as of no more consequence 
than the game of pusb-pin, that occupies 
the little negroes at the corners of the street. 
Do not misunderstand me, my dear friend. 
My life (I am ashamed to confess it,) does 
not correspond with my belief. “1 have 
made a vile return’ for the goodness which 
has been manifested towards’ me, but I shall 
cling to the cross of my Redeemer. I, with 
God’s aid, firmly resolve to lead a life | 
unworthy of one who calls liimself the built 
-ble follower of Jesus Christ.” * *

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often desert me, and indeed it is no wonder, 
for a more forlorn, desolate creature can 
hardly ‘be found.’

Now, in view of these. distinct and em- 
phatic expressions of Christian faith, may 
we not indulge the thought, that the scene 
so strikingly described by Dr. Parrish, may 
have been the result of a wandering of the 
mind, which threw: the bean back for a mo- 
ment into its old position of despair? May 
we not believe that this proverbially eccen- 
tric and morbid mind’ was plunged, by dis- 
ease and death, into temporary and irre- 
| sponsible insanity ? Such is the explana- 
tion at least which ¢barity suggests, And 
we may add that Mr. Randolph, eccentric as 


any thing that would seem’ melo-dramatic 
and sensational. On any eS planation of the 
scene, there still remains the expression of 
his hope of having obtained pardon in the 
Lord Jesus Christ.—£p. Recorder.

“Has Dr. B. well considered the broad 
sweep of the principle he here so unquali- 
fiedly affirms? Has he pondered its appli- 
cation to other laws confronting other de- 
praved human appetites? Is he prepared 
to see lewdness and gambling restrained and 
regulated by license laws? Nothing can 
be plainer than the truth that our present 
legislation against these vices is at once es- 
sentially prohibitory and very generally 
defied. In this great reproduction of an- 
cient Sodom with ‘all the modern improve- 
ments, gaming-houses and dens of shame, 
are only less abundant than grog-shops. 
W boever seeks can find. either very speed- 
ily, and may find one or both without seek- 
ing. And we know that Paris, where pros- 
titution is licensed and regulated, is more 
outwardly decent, and is far less subject to 
the more palpably revolting consequences 
of that gigantic evil than New York, where 
every haunt of mercenary sexual pollution 
is under the absolute ban of the law. If 
the doctrine above set forth by Dr. Bacon 
is sound, then we might save thousands 
from physical and from pecuniary ruin by 
‘r@gulating ’ Gambling and Prostitation in 
this city, instead of most ineffectually for. 
bidding and essaying to prohibit them. 

But Law has, to my mind, other uses 
and efficacies than that asserted by Dr. Ba- 
con. I valae it as a testimony to the indi- 
vidual conscience—a solemn and public 
warning against Wrong—a beacon intended 
to warn the hot-blooded and heedless off 
the shoals of Perdition. In this view, I 
hold it of grave consequence that all haunts 
of deba and gilded sin should be un- 
der the ban of legislation, even though I 
know that these will continue. to exist not, 
withstanding. If ever a dear child of 
mine should be beguiled or dragged into 
one of these synagogues’ of Satan. and 
there ruined, body and sool, it would weaken 
my respect for the State——nay, it would 
even aggravate the bitterness of my an- 
guish—to know that such vestibles of the 
pit were authorized by law.

Of the religious character of Europe I 
must confess that I have a sad impression.

New Yorx, Sept. Washington 
letter says, in réference to the admission of 
the Southern representatives in Congress 
and the negro suffrage question, that nego- 
tiations are on foot to the effect that, if the 
Southern Siates adopt laws conferring the 
right of suffrage on males, without distine- 
tion of color, who can read, the Southern 
representatives to Congress shall be ad- 
mitted, 

Wasumerton, Sept. 30.—The Times 

says the President bas cleared his 
desk of all the pardon applications, having 
granted nearly ten thousand pardons within 
the past three days: The i of 
the lists show the names to belong almost 
entirely to the $20,000 clanse, with very 
few of political prominence, among them 
Ex-Senator Badger, of North Carolina; 
Ex-Congressman M. C. Suen, of South 
Carolina ; Dancan McKae, formerly Col- 
onel in the rebel army and afterward cotton 
agent in Europe. 

A despatch bearing the same date, in- 
forms us that the detectives of the Treasury 
Department have succeeded in effecting two 


_ important arrests of counterfeiters. They

Both were 
committed for trial. 


FROM ALABAMA. 

New Orveans, Sept. 21—The Times 
Montgomery (Ala.) special dispatch says 
the Convention passed the ordinance abol- 
ishing slavery by 4 vote of eighty-nine for, 
to three against the amendment. The Con- 
stitution alters all previous legislation in re- 
Jation to slavery, protects them in their free- 
dom and personal property, and guards the 
State against the evils arising from sudden 
emancipation. 

The Alabama Convention unanimously 
annulled the Ordinance of Secession, and 
the work of reconstruction is going on sat- 
isfactorily for the cause of the Union. 


INDIAN AFFAIR 

A Fort Laramie dispatch fays : Informa- 
tion has been receiveg/fo-day from General 
Connor’s right column, under command of 
Colonel Cole, to the 21st inst. It bas been 
encamped near Fort Connor since the 20th 
instant. He has lost six hundred horses 
and myles, two hundred of which were fro- 
zen to death in one night. On the Ist of 
September he was attacked by a war party 
of Sioux, Cheyennes and Arrapahoes, on 
Powder River. They were repulsed with 
heavy loss, our loss being only four killed 
and two wounded. On the 3d, the Indians 
appeared in force and were driven te 
miles. The next day the engagement w 
renewed and lasted until noon, the Indiahs 
being again defeated, with great slaughter— 
their loss being from two to six hundred 
killed and wounded. The Indians fied in 
every direction, but our troops were unable 
to pursue on account of the poor condition 
of their stock: Our loss was one killed and 
one officer and two men wounded. The 
Indians lost a large number of horses. 


MISCELLANEOUS INTELLIGENCE. 

The United States naval squadron in 
the Pacific is to be reinforced by the addi- 
tion of ten heavily-armed vessels and two 
iron-clads. 

There are four candidates for the Speak- 
ership of the next Congress: Colfax, of 
Indiana; Ashley, of Ohio; Clay Smith, 
of Kentucky, and Raymond, of New York. 
The friends of the latter are confident of 
success. 

Six thousand volunteer troops are sta- 
tioned in the vicinity of Washington. 

The election in North Carolina passed 
off quietly on the 21st. All the candidates 
are positively pledged to oppose the negro 
suffrage. 

Mr. Dudley, our Consul in Liverpool, 
had an interview with the Secretary of the 
Treasury, whom he urged to recommend to 
Congress, an export duty on cotton. He 
said the foreign importations will this sea- 
son be enormous. 

The United States Consul-General in 
Constantinople, under date of August 23d, 
reports an abatement in the cholera since 
his last dispatch. The number of deaths 
on the 2Iist was 143, while heretofore it 
had exceeded 2,000 in a single day. —
